All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative requested an interview to discuss a 
proposed claim amendment. In particular, Applicant's representative proposed amending claim 1 to include, 
"displaying a corresponding vertical movement effecting movement of the bat character from said one displayed 
position to said another displayed position within the strike zone.." The examiner believes this limitation distinguishes 
over Lipson. Although Lipson allows a player to alter the height of the bat character, Lipson does not explicitly disclose 
displaying a movement of a bat character from one position to another position within the strike zone. In conclusion, full 
and fair consideration will be given to Applicant's timely submitted, official written response to the Office. 
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
